Gene Huddleston: “I'm very 
disappointed.” 


“ During the April 2 Executive 
Session of the School Board 
meeting Mr. Rice, president of 
the board, handed me a sheet of 
paper I took it. read it, and put 
it in my pocket. 
“Then during the regular 
public session of the meeting. I 
asked Mr Rice if he wanted to 
give me that sheet so it would be 
documented in the minutes of 
the meeting. He said that he did, 
so 1 returned the sheet to him. 
“Naturally I was shocked at 
this sudden turn of events, 
because at no time had I had 
any experiences with any 'board 
members which made me think 
I would receive such a notice 
relieving me of my duties as 
Superintendent of Schools at the 
end: of my present contract 
which is June 30. 1975.* 
Gene H uddleston's career 
with the school corporation, 
however, isn't over yet. As Gene 
puts it, “ I have a year to go. and 
as long as I’m superintendent. 
I’ll serve professionally and to 
the best of my ability for the 
improvement 
of 
this 
school 
system.” 
The difficult thing for Gene to 
understand is 
"why.” 
“ I've 
never had anything : hock me as 
much. There had been no 
previous discussion of my work, 
and no criticism whatsoever. 


The only thing that seems un­ 
usual is the fact that they can't 
come up with a reason for firing 
me," Huddleston stated. 
He went on to say 
that 
following the annual review of 
contracts by the board last year, 
he asked if there was anything 
unsatisfactory about his work. 
"I asked them about my work 
because 
the

per year, while mine was only

$100. They said there was no 
problem at all.” 
Huddleston 
said. 
The Superintendent also went 
on to point out that he would 
only make statements that he 
can document. “That goes for 
this interview as well,” he said, 
“everything I say here is a 
m atter of record.” 
A brief review' of Huddleston's 
career with the school cor­ 
poration may shed some light on 
the reasons for his disap­ 
pointment. 
He was hired as assistant 
superintendent in July of 1966 
He held that post until July of 
1969. when he was nam ed 
superintendent. It is interesting 
to note at this point that when 
Huddleston was hired, he took 
on the responsibilities that had 
been handled by two men. As a 
result of hiring Gene to fill a job 
that had 
required two, ap­ 
proximately $75,000 in expenses 
were saved during the past five 
years. 
During the next three years, 
Huddleston received significant 
raises. 
which 
indicates 
something about the quality of 
work he was performing for the 
school corporation. 
Things started to change, 
however, when his contract was 
reviewed last year. Last year’s 
raise was only $100, and this 
year there was no raise at all, 
just that note from Joe Rice. 
In speculating on possible 
reasons for the board's action, 
Huddleston said, 
“The only 
possible things that 1 can think 
of that could have caused the 
board to dismiss me were the 
recommendations I made for a 
new high school and elementary 
school. 
In 
my first recom­ 
mendation to meet what the 
school administration believed 
to be the county's educational 
needs. I proposed r. new high 
school and a new elementary 
school. 
My second recom ­ 
mendation. however, was for 
just the new elementary school 
th at's currently under con­ 
struction." 
Commenting on speculations 
about a personality clash with 
the board. 
Huddleston said, 
"None of the members of the 
board have ever told me that 
they didn't like me. If they 
don’t— I don't know why. I’ve 
always 
supported 
board 
decisions.”

The m atter came to the at­ 
tention of the commissioners at 
their meeting Monday, when 
Evans reported people are 
leaving bulky items at the sites. 
The pickup people cannot 
handle these items, according to 
Evans. Rules on size of items 
are posted at each site. 
In a statement prepared for 
the press. Evans said, “For the 
past 2»^ years, the Rush County 
Commissioners, along with the 
help of the Rush County Health 
.Department have conducted the 
operation 
of 
the 
Refuse 
Collection 
System 
for 
the 
disposal of certain household 
waste for residents of Rush 
County. 
“At 
the present time, 
in 
comparison with the original 
contract, both the number of 
waste 
containers 
and 
the 
number of pickups per week 
have been doubled The county 
is presently provided with at 
least 32 waste containers and 
the number of pickups per week 
varies at each site from four to 
six. 
“Therefore, it is easy to see 
that the commissioner's are 
doing all they can to help in the 
refuse disposal of household 
w astes 
for 
Rush 
County 
residents. However, during the 
past 
few 
m onths, 
several 
dumpings of illegal material 
have taken place at the con­ 
tainer sites. 
Exam ples 
of 
material which have been left at 
our sites which should not have 
been include bathroom fixtures, 
a total corn elevator, trees, 
lum ber, w ater heater, and 
several pieces of furniture. 
“ It needs to be pointed out 
that no rigid item larger than 24- 
inches should be placed in or 


around the waste containers. 
Such items can be hauled to the 
Sanitary Landfill, 
l«-¿ 
miles 
west of Morristown, and the 
dumping fee will be paid by 
Rush County for Rush County 
residents, Evans said. 
“As stated on signs at all of 
the collection sites, violators are 
subject to a $500 fine, according 
to the Indiana Anti-litter law. 
“These containers are pro­ 
vided for the convenience of 
Rush County residents for 
dumping of certain household 
refuse, therefore, please abide 
by the regulations as listed 
above and if you have any 
p est ions as to other materials 
which should not be dumped or 
he procedure in dumping at the 
andfil! contact the the Rush 
ounty Health Department. 932- 
¡216."

Rushville National Bank 


An E d ito r ia l 


Investigative reporters from the Indianapolis Star and 
Indianapolis News have turned up information that the 
affairs of the Rushville National Bank are being scrutinized 
by Federal bank examiners and the FBI. The Star broke with 
a story Wednesday in which it was stated an examination in 
late April and early May concluded the bank is solvent and 
with adequate liquidity. 
A later story in the News reported the FBI is conducting an 
investigation. The Star today said this investigation by the 
FBI is at the request of Federal bank examiners, which. 
Jam es Martin, agent in charge, said today is not true. 
Investigation of a bank’s affairs upon the death of its 
president and chief stockholder is in itself not an unusual 
thing, However, because Philip Willkie was a state and 
national figure, and his father was a candidate for President 
of the United States, these affairs more readily catch the eye 
of the press. 
We have studied the stories as they come from the various 
sources, and find them conflicting. Certainly the implication 
is there that perhaps there has been wrongdoing at the bank, 
vet this is also pointed out no such procedures have come to 
light. 
We believe the stories are premature and in bad taste, that 
they give the bank a bad image. We would point out that 
under the direction of Philip Willkie and the bank board, the 
Rushville National Bank has done a great deal for this 
community, and we regret that others through implication, 
would damage this good. 
If these investigations turn up wrongdoing at the bank, 
then it becomes news, Until such a time, prem ature stories 
based on scattered information and speculation can be 
damaging, especially in such a sensitive area as the banking 
business.

Grain Moving 
As Shortages Of 
Rail Cars Ease 
The critical rail car shortage 
of the1 past six '-months has 
eased, according to Dan 
Whaley, executive director of 
the Rush County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service <ASCS). 
Presently, the railroads are 
moving grain and soybeans 
from country elevators in good 
volume. Also movement of 
com m odities from country 
shipping points should be fairly 
complete when farmers begin to 
harvest new crops. 
Mr. Whaley explained how the 
car shortage was eased. “Fast 
movement of export shipments 
and a substantial number of new 
hopper cars 
have 
really 
helped,” he said. 
By late April about 89 per cent 
of the grain destined for over 
seas had been exported, com 
pared to around 79 percent a 
year earlier And now that 
export movement has begun to 
slacken, more rail cars are 
going to country elevators 
“This is the first time in around 
a year and a half that there ha* 
been such a good volume of 
grain moving from county 
elevators.” Mr.. Whaley con­ 
tinued 
New hopper cars, which hold 
56 per cent more grain than the 
old 46-foot boxcars, now ride the 
nation's rails Early this year, 
hopper cars totaled 205.606. 
compared to about 187.000 a 
year before Also, nearly 22.000 
hopper cars were on order as of 
March 31. as compared to a 
little over 9.600 on the same date 
a \ear ago 
A change in the shipping 
pattern is taking place which 
helps 
brighten 
the 
tran­ 
sportation situation A nin- 
creasing portion of the gram 
and soybean crops m oves 
directly from country elevators 
to domestic and export outlets

Werner was employed by 
the Indiana Public Service Com­ 
mission in 1971 when he trans­ 
ferred to the Bureau of Motor 
Vehicles as assistant commis­ 
sioner The board of accounts 
said he rem ained with the 
bureau until Jan 8. 1973, and 
on Jan 1. 1973, started drawing 
pay from the Wayne Twp., Ma­ 
rion County school system on a 
federal research grant, a job 
that extended to May 1, 1973. 
But the field examiners said 
Werner, starting March 26, 
1973, also was being paid as an 
adult education employe at the 
Indiana Slate Reformatory *1 
Thomas White School through 
the South Madison School 
Corporation, a job that ended 
Feb. 23, 1974 This was on a 
federal-state grant distributed 
through the State Department ot 
Public Instruction 
the report was certified to 
Madison County Prosecutor Wil­ 
liam F Lawler Jr. for presen­ 
tation to a grand jury, and to 
Attorney General Theodore L 
Sendak It shows $12,393 “due 
South Madison Community 
School Corporation for overpay­ 
ments ot salary 
and $1,000 
"due the Metropolitan School 
District of Wayne Twp., Ma­ 
rion County, for overlap of pay 
periods ” 
Also mentioned in the report 
was Albert Calhoun, director of 
education at the Indiana Refor­ 
matory. and Dr. Fred K. Gale, 
who had been director of the 
projects under which Werner 
worked at the Department of 
Public Instruction. 
An information copy of the re­ 
port also was sent to the U.S. 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare 
The report quoted a Wayne 
Twp. school official as saying 
he was “asked to employ Da­ 
vid C Werner from Jan. 1 to 


March 15, 1973 by Dr. Fred K. 
Gale who was then director of 
education for the Department of 
Correction. Dr. Gale was said 
to have designated the $400 bi­ 
weekly salary. A new position 
as promoter of vocational edu­ 
cation was created for David 
C. Werner who was to 'distri­ 
bute literature and talk to mem­ 
bers of business and industry 
about the vocational education 
program.” 
The report showed a South 
Madison Community School 
Corporation official as saying 
“Dr. Gale requested that David 
C. Werner be placed on the A. 
B. E. (Adult Basic Education)' 
account payroll and stated Da­ 
vid C. Werner would be working 
part-time at the reformatory and 
part-time for the Department of 
Public Instruction.”

New FEO chief John Sawhill 
has asked that Americans keep 
their air conditioners set at a 
tepid 78 to 80 degrees, a warm 
weather counterpart to the 68 
degree target for the recent 
winter months. 
He suggests 
auto users continue car pools, 
elim inate unnecessary trips, 
and observe the national 55 
m.p.h. speed limit — pointing 
out that the latter cut auto 
deaths by 25 per cent in March 
while helping to conserve fuel. 
And he recommends that em ­ 
ployers encourage a loosening 
of necktie and other dress codes 
in favor of cooler attire. These 
steps should help meet the 6 per 
cent to 8 per cent expected 
shortfall in energy supplies for 
the summer.

winter. Higher fuel costs are one 
powerful, albeit negative, in­ 
centive.

“Except ye repent, ye 
shall all likewise perish.”

If the Bible teaches anything, 
it teaches the universality of 
sin—that all have sinned. 
In presenting the gospel of the 
Kingdom, Jesus taught that 
before forgiveness for sin could 
become effective in the plan of 
atonement, there must be a 
repentance on the part of the 
offender.

In the past, the Commission’s 
helicopter

photography. 
Now, use of the Bell three- 
passenger 
helicopter,

The helicopter travels about 
70 to 75 miles per hour and only 
requires 100 square feet landing 
area.

District Engineers to have the 
helicopter land on their parking 
lot and to cover large areas in 
their District.

The H00SIER DAY 
By Donald Whits 


Traditional M emorial Day, 
arrived, 
with 
m ost 
com ­ 
munities having already paused 
to honor their war dead. 
It 
becam e 
one 
of 
the 
meaningless Monday holidays a 
few years back when Congress 
looked at convenience rather 
than tradition. Even now most 
Americans are too busy 
in 
pursuit of pleasure to pause, 
scheduling programs on days 
not conflicting with the long- 
week-end. 
Memorial Day has always 
been observed on different days 
in various sections of the nation. 
The idea grew from a practice 
of Southern women scattering 
spring flowers on graves of 
soldiers killed in the War bet­ 
ween the States. Four southern 
states continue the practice on 
April 26, two on May 10, and two 
on June 3. After all, it’s not the 
date but the observance that 
counts. 
On April 6, 1866, the Grand 
Army of 
the Republic 
was 
organized at Decatur, Illinois. 
The society was made up of men 
who had fought for the North in 
the bloody civil conflict. The 
veteran’s organization reached 
a peak membership of 409,489 in 
1890, 
holding 
its 
last 
en­ 
campment in Indianapolis in 
1949. Only six delegates were 
able to attend the closing of the 
chapter in American history, all 
over 100 years old. 
Two years after the GAR was 
organized, it was headed by an 
Illinois soldier-politician, John 
Alexander Logan. The Illinois 
native 
had 
fought 
in 
the 
Mexican War, was a lawyer 
with service in 
the 
state 
legislature. 
Elected and 
re­ 
elected to Congress, he resigned 
in 1862 for army service. 
He distinguished 
him self 
during the siege of Vicksburg, 
and joined 
General William 
Sherman on the famous march 
through Georgia to the sea. 
After the war he became a 
Republican, 
winning 
three 
terms to Congress. During this 
time 
he 
was 
one 
of 
the 
managers in the House on the 
im p eac h m e n t 
p ro ced in g s 
against 
P resident 
Andrew 
Johnson. Resigning in 1871, he 
was named to fill a seat in the 
Senate, being returned in 1879 
and 1885. He died during his 
third senatorial term, and after 
he had been defeated as a 
candidate 
for 
Vice-President 
with Blaine on the Republican 
ticket. 
While serving as Commander 
in Chief of the GAR, 
General 
Logan issued his fam eous 
General Orders number 11. In 
part, it read: “The 30th day of 
May, 1868, is designated for the 
purpose of strewing flowers or 
otherwise decorating the graves 
of comrades who died in the 
defense of their country. . . .” It 
noted 
that 
no 
"form 
or 
ceremony is prescribed” urging 
each community 
to arrange 
“services and testimonials of 
respect as circumstances may 
perm it.” 
The order concluded: “It is 
the purpose of the Commander 
in Chief 
to inaugurate 
this 
observance with the hope that it 
will be kept up from year to 
year, while a survivor of the war 
remains to honor the memory of 
his departed comrades.” 
After World War I, veterans 


were invited to join 'the GAR,, 
but felt they had nothing in 
common with the older men. In­ 
stead, 
they 
formed 
The 
A m erican 
Legion, 
which 
gradually assumed prominence 
in Memorial Day observances. 
The organization grew, until it 
became 
one of 
the 
largest 
veterans organizations in the 
world, surpassed in size by only 
the 
Korean 
V eterans 
organization. 
Peaking the World War I 
veteran membership during the 
patriotic furor prior to World 
War II, the Legion held its 
greatest influence as a youthful 
organization during the 1930’s. 
At that time it succeeded in 
having a bill passed in the 
Indiana 
G eneral 
Assembly 
prohibiting “races and other 
athletic events” from being held 
in 
Indiana 
on 
May 
30th 
Memorial Day. The bill was 
vetoed by an alerted Governor, 
and never became law. 


The legion grew to 3.5 million 
members after Worlt^War II, as 
younder members were retold 
they did have things in common 
with “the older men.” Many of 
the newer members were sons 
of Legion founders, a situation 
again facing the group with sons 
in the Vietnam war. Now 
standing at some 2.7 million 
members and two wars later, 
the organization has lost much 
of its influence. 


The 
Indianapolis 
Motor 
Speedway, closed during the 
long World War I! period, was 
badly in need of repair and 
renovation, a task not desired 
by the then president Eddie 
Rickenbacker. With long and 
favorable association with the 
Legion, he first offered the 
facility 
for 
sale 
to 
the 
Indianapolis 
headquartered 
veteran organization. Rem- 
bering their staunch opposition 
and attempt to prohibit the race, 
they turned it down. However, 
they no longer oppose the race 
and donate lap prized to the 
event each year. 


The

VEGETABLE VIABILITY 
With food prices going up 
all over the country, a growing 
number of Americans are in­ 
vesting in vegetable gardens, 
but unfortunately, don’t al­ 
ways know how to have veg 
etables that thrive. 


For one thing, you can’t let 
your 
vegetables 
get 
too 
crowded. Most should be thin­ 
ned when still seedlings, to al­ 
low the rest to grow best, and 
then thin them again when 
th e y ’re not quite their full 
height but are just good enough 
to eat. 
For another, you shouldn’t 
let insects plague them either. 
Check

plants regular­ 
ly for bugs and treat them 
with

until the leaves drip. It will 
control aphids, diamond-back 
moth.r, beetles, leaf hoppers 
and mites.

Not so surprising given the

“The biggesL mistake any­ 
body 
could 
possibly 
make 
would be to think Tom .Seaver 
isn’t the number one pitcher in 
baseball,” says Sparky Ander­ 
son. “ He is for my money. You 
know what Yogi Berra says. Go 
talk to all the other managers 
and see if they’d take him. 
Here’s one who’d grab him .” 
What gives me a laugh is 
those who know the least about 
pitching are always Seaver’s 
loudest critics. 
There are more theories on 
pitching than there are letters 
in the alphabet. Every pitching 
coach has his own ideas on the 
subject. Most agree on one 
point, 
however. 
Anytime 
a 
pitcher, 
especially one 
who 
relies as heavily on his fastball 
as Seaver does, loses a little off 
it, he invariably does the same 
thing. He tries throwing harder. 
It’s perfectly natural, almost, an 
involuntary action. They all do 
it. 
They try to throw harder 
than they can, and lose body 
control. It’s the same as when 
a hitter tries to swing too hard. 
He misses the ball. Or it’s like 
trying to run faster than you 
can. What happens? You fall. 
With pitchers, when they try 
throwing harder than they are 
capable of doing, their ball 
frequently straightens up. It 
may seem to them their ball is 
going toward the plate faster, 
but it isn’t. The worst thing 
that can happen to any pitcher 
is for his ball to come into the 
hitter straight as a string, 
without any spin or movement 
on it. 


On Occasion 
What fools the hitters most is 
when a ball takes off, rides, or 
moves, as they say in the 
dugouts. Not all pitchers can 
throw a fastball which moves 
all the time. Nolan Ryan can; 
Bert Blyleven can; Tom Seaver 
could and still can on occasion.

George S. Halas by surprise. 
After a hurried meeting of the 
Bears* brass, Halas issued a 
statement

“puzzled by this latest action,

harmonious conversation with 
Dick Butkus last Thursday.” 


Halas said Butkus assured 
him he was willing to undergo 
knee surgery and rehabilitation 
at Bears’ expense. 
“It is eminently clear that all 
Dick is interested in is sitting 
in Florida and collecting his 
pay checks for the next four 
years,” Halas said. 


The suit charges that the 
Bears willfully and wantonly 
played Butkus during the 1973 
season when they were aware 
there was substantial risk of 
aggravating the injury. 


It also asserted that Butkus 
was seriously hurt in a game 
last November and that the

had 
advised 
him 
surgery was necessary and that 
he “will never again be in the 
necessary physical, condition to 
play professional football.”

Camping and. hiking, particular­ 
ly 
backpacking, 
has 
been 
growing by leaps and bounds in 
many places, and by hops, 
skips and jumps in others. 
That is nothing, however, 
compared to the growth of 
advice to campers and hikers. 
You might think by this time 
that 
outdoorsy 
books 
and 
magazines would have covered 
every conceivable aspect of 
backpacking which, after all, is 
a fairly simple pursuit. But no. 
Here are some additional 
hints on gear, equipment and 
provisions not previously publi­ 
shed: 
Sleeping 
bags 
—the 
first 


decision a backpacker must 
make is whether to buy the 
tapered mummy type sleeping 
bag or the rectangular pappy 
type. 
Closed End 
Much depends on w hether one 
sleeps with one’s head at the 
open end of the bag or at the 
closed end. 
A camper who sleeps with his 
head at the open end will find 
'the mummy bag quite comforta­ 
ble, but most who sleep with 
the head at the closed end 
prefer the more spacious pappy 
bag. 
Pack frames —It is important 
to adjust your pack frame so 


that most of the weight rests on 
your elbows. 
During a long hike, your feet, 
legs, 
back, 
shoulders 
and 
eyebrows are apt to get pretty 
tired. 
But 
the 
elbows 
are 
seldom 
used except 
when 
crawling through lava 'beds or 
fending off bandicoots. Therefo­ 
re, they are better able to bear 
the weight of the pack. 
Utensils 
—Neophyte 
back­ 
packers tend to lug around a lot 
of cooking and eating utensils 
they don’t need. Some even lug 
around unnecessary lugs. (See 
Clothing). 
Don’t 
make 
that 
mistake. Get the dehydrated 
type. 
A dehydrated knife, fork, and 
fondue pot takes up little space 
in one’s pack. But when mixed 
with water, they are quite 
adequate for most meals that 
do not include sauerkraut. 
Outdoor Courts 
Tents —In deciding whether 
to 
include a 
tent in 
your 


rigging, be guided by whether 
you enjoy indoor tennis. 
A brisk tennis game can be 
wonderfully relaxing at the end 
of a hard day on the trail, but 
there aren’t that many outdoor 
courts available in the wilder­ 
ness. 
A tent roughly 78 by 54' feet 
will enable you to play singles 
indoors. Other arrangements 
will be necessary for mixed 
doubles. 
Clothing —Nothing is more

vital in the wilderness than 
being properly dressed. 
Start with sturdy lugged-sole 
shoes, making sure to take 
along spare lugs. (See utensils). 
Other items of apparel you’ll 
want in your pack include : 
Camisoles, Cummerbunds, 
snoods, 
puttees, 
burnooses, 
tunics, togas, middy blouses, 
rompers, 
sarongs, 
doublets, 
tarbooshes and knickerbockers, 
Food —Try to plan camping 
trips on days vou are fasting.

Profit in Double Cropping 
There 
is a distinctive ad­ 
vantage when double cropping 
soybeans after sm all grains, 
sp e c ific a lly 
no-till 
double 
cropping. 
No-till double cropping has 
looked promising in the past few 
years because of a package 
system which doesn’t permit 
any short-cuts for a successful 
program. 
The secret to no-till success 
in clu d es sev era l item s: ( l) 
harvest sm all grain as soon as 
possible—consider 
combining; 
wheat at 19-20 per cent m oisture 
and drying in order to get it out 
by the end of June. (2) Use the 
shredder on your combine to 
spread the straw as evenly as 
possible. (3) Use a fluted or 
ripple coulter ahead 
of the 
planter shoe. (4) Plant soybeans 
in 20 inch rows or less. If your 
planter is set on 30 inches, you 
can double back, thereby having 
15 inch rows. (5) Plant seed in 
moist soil for good germination 
and em ergence. The earlier you 
can plant (as a rule) the better 
chance for proper moisture. (6) 
Since there is no back-up system 
for weed control the proper 
chem icals must be used. The

April 1, 1973 total. 
Indiana cattle feeders plan to 
market 109,000 anim als April 
through Ju ne, four percent 
more than in the corresponding 
months last year.

Wheat Fungus 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - 
Septoria 
leaf blotch, 
a 
wet 
weather disease of winter wheat- 
which was epidem ic in Indiana 
last year, can already be found 
in fields throughout the state, 
reports Dr. Gregory Shaner, 
Purdue 
U n iversity 
plant 
pathologist. 
Extent of the dam age from 
this fungus disease will depend 
largely on how much rain falls 
after the wheat plants begin to 
head. Moisture on the leaves is 
necessary for germination and 
penetration of the leaves by the 
fungus spores, Shaner explains. 
Spores are spread by splashing 
rain droplets and wind. 
Leaf blotch first appears as 
yellow elliptical areas on the 
lower leaves which elongate 
rapidly and becom e light tan to 
brown. T hese older lesio n s 
contain sm all, 
black specks, 
visible to the naked eye, in 
which the spores of the Septoria 
fungus are formed. Moisture is 
necessary for the realease of 
these 
spores. 
However, 
low 
tem p eratu res 
can 
inhibit 
d isea se 
d evelopm en t 
even 
through rainfall is favorable, 
Shaner notes. 
N orm ally, 
yield 
loss 
a t­ 
tributable to a severe outbreak 
of this fungus disease can range 
from 10 to 25 per cent. 
Indiana 
farm ers will have 
first line defense against the 
disease this fall when seed of 
Oasis soft red winter wheat will 
be available to them.

On The Farm Front

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
sum ers are buying beef rapidly 
now’, but they m ay slow’ their 
purchases again if prices rise 
again this summer, a super­ 
market industry official says. 
Timothy McEnroe, a spokes­ 
man for the National A ssocia­ 
tion of Food Chains, said retail 
beef sales have been moving 
“very nicely” in the past few 
weeks on the heels of a three- 
month-old slide in retail prices. 
But McEnroe said the upswing 
in sales took a surprisingly long 
tim e to get started after the 
price decline began in March— 
a developm ent which may sig­ 
nal a new and cooler approach 
to beef-buying in many house­ 
holds. 
“We were concerned (through 
March and April) because sales 
were not picking up as w e’d ex ­ 
pected,” McEnroe said. He said 
government and food industry 
ex p erts ex p ec t the current 
price slum p in beef to be fol­ 
lowed by som e increases this 
summ er, and he speculated this 
could lead to a new slowdown 
in sales. 
Administration farm experts 
have predicted that the retail 


price gains they foresee this 
sum m er will be com paratively 
lim ited , and will not bring 
prices back to the record set 
last February. After the sum ­ 
mer 
recovery, 
furthermore, 
they expect retail beef prices to 
edge down again if production 
rises as predicted in the last 
half of the year. 
But McEnroe, conceding he 
was voicing only a personal 
guess, said price increases this 
sum m er could send som e house­ 
wives back to the pattern they 
apparently began adopting last 
winter — serving fewer steaks 
and roasts, and replacing them 
with “som e creative cooking” of 


other dishes or cheaper meat 
cuts. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 
Butz has publicly scoffed at the 
idea that the American consum ­ 
er’s long love affair with ten­ 
der choice and prime beef is 
cooling. He has predicted that 
per cap ita beef consum ption 
.will turn up this year after a 
two-year decline, and will keep 
rising in the years ahead. 
McEnroe, however, said he is 
now' wondering “whether beef 
really is going to continue to be 
the staple that it was in the 
past.” 
The Agriculture Department 
Thursday reported that average 
prices for ail cuts of choice 
grade beef declined to $1.36 a 
pound in April, 4.4 per cent be­ 
low the $1.42 average for March 
and 9 per cent below’ the $1.50 
a pound record set. in February. 
The April price was practical­ 
ly the sam e as the average 
consumers had been paying a 
year earlier. McEnroe said beef 
declined again in May and cur­ 
rently is probably nearly 20 per 
cent below the February peak.

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Much Can Be Done To 
Improve Lawn’s Appearance 
WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - 
There’s much that can be done 
within the next week or two to 
improve your lawn’s ap­ 
pearance this summer, points 
out Raymond Freeborg, Purdue 
U n i v e r s i t y 
r e s e a r c h 
agronomist. 
For instance, for a better 
maintained lawn a second 
application of fertilizer should 
be applied towards the end of 
May. Apply at least a pound of 
actual nitrogen per 1,000 square 
feet. 
Specialty fertilizers designed 
for lawns are available. Their 
higher costs usually reflect the 
extra charge for the improved 
slow release nitrogen included. 
But the results are worth the 
additional cost, Freeborg says. 
Crabgrass prevention is still 
possible, especially for areas 
north of Indianapolis. Uniform 
application is most important. 
One small miss in application 
uniformity will result in un­ 
sightly crabgrass at that par­ 
ticular spot. 
Products such as Balan, 
benefin, Dacthal, and Tupersan 
(siduron) are most effective, 
says Freeborg. Tupersan can be 
applied at the time of new 
seeding and still prevent 
crabgrass without restricting 
desirable grasses. 
It’s also not too late to control 
broadleaved weeds. As weeds 
mature, however, higher rates 
of 2,4-D are required. Often, 
combinations of 2,4-D and 
MCPP or 2,4-D and Dicamba 
are more effective on hard to 
kill broadleaved weeds, such as 
knotweed. clover, and chick- 
weed . 
.Leafspot on bluegrass may 
develop into “Fading out’’—a 
gradual browning and thinning 
of bluegrass in irregular shaped 
patches. Changes in weather— 
to drier, sunny days—often 
reduce damage. 
Early use of leaf spot control 


Use at least a banded her­ 
bicide and include at least one 
cultivation since weed control 
may be a problem. 
Apply 
phosphate 
and 
potassium prior to disking. Also 
apply nitrogen before disking if 
it is in dry or liquid form. 
Anydrous ammonia can be 
applied prior to disking or side 
dressed after the corn is up. 


fungicides will help reduce 
serious turf loss at a later date, 
the 
agronomist 
notes. 
Sometimes repeat applications 
are necessary at 10-14 day in­ 
tervals. 
Stripe smut has also been a 
problem this spring. Yellow- 
brownish grass blades with 
black streaks through the leaves 
indicate stripe smut infestation. 
Apply a systemic fungicide such 
as benlate as soon as possible to 
reduce 
damage. 
Merion 
bluegrass is most suceptible to 
stripe smut. 
Sod webworm control should 
be initiated between May 15 and 
June 15. Cooler soil tem­ 
peratures may result in a later 
development of the first brood. 
Schedule applications toward 
the end of May. 
Insecticides 
recommended 
include either Dylox or 
Diazinon. Apply according to 
label directions. For details, ask 
for a. copy of Cooperative 
Extension Service publication 
E-61, “How- to Control Turf 
Insects,” at your county 
Extension office. Single copies 
are free to Indiana residents.

Bill Would Label Micro Ovens 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) 
today 
proposed a 
permanent warning label on all 
new microwave ovens to advise 
comsumers of possible radiaton 
hazards. 
The FDA turned down a 
petition to impose stricter 
testing procedures on the 
industry. 
The agency said the label, to 
be affixed where it will be 
clearly visable in normal use, 
will advise the owner not to use 
the oven if something is caught 
in the door, if the door does not 
close properly, or if the door, 
hinge latch or sealing service is 
damaged in some way. 
Under the proposal, which 
would become effective in 60 
days, a second label also would 
be required to caution the 
owner that the oven should be 


repaired only by properly 
qualified personnel. 
The agency said it decided 
the labels were necessary 
because instruction manuals 
are often not available to 
people who use the ovens in 
food vending areas or In 
apartments. 
Today’s decision is the result 
of a petition filed, in July by 
Consummer’s Union, the non­ 
profit research organization 
which publishes the monthly 
magazine “Consummer Re­ 
ports.’’ 
The organization had asked 
for more stringent testing 
conditions in addition to a label 
warning because it said current 
industry test standards do not 
duplicate the way an average 
consummer would use such 
ovens under even normal 
conditions. The FDA turned this 
down.

More Troopers 


Needed On 
Big Holidays 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - Lt. 
Col. Richard O. Ram bo, assis­ 
tant state police superintendent, 
said here Tuesday that addition­ 
al troopers are needed on big 
holiday weekends, such as Me­ 
morial, July Fourth and Labor 
Day. 
Seventeen persons were killed 
in the 78-hour Memorial, week­ 
end because of traffic crashes 
at a time state police duties 
involved crowd control work. 
Rambo said that while Indiana’s 
planned activities for the rest 
of the summer do not include 
any event, as big as the 500-mile 
auto race—to which 289 state 
police were assigned—the tradi­ 
tional summer holidays strain 
the resources of state police. 
About 61 new graduates join­ 
ed veteran state police on duty 
during the Memorial holiday, 
bringing the total available num­ 
ber of state troopers to about 
700, he said. Rambo said he 
thought the increased number of 
traffic crashes could be attri­ 
buted to “more traffic, more 
people in a hurry and careless 
in driving, and more state po­ 
lice on special detail.” 
He said the number of deaths 
probably would have been high­ 
er had not most motorists still 
been observing the 55-mile-an- 
hoitr speed limit.
